In tlie Futilic Notit-e isbued ui\ the Ibt September 1947, it h&d been an- 
nounced that wiih tile exception ut liceiu'es lor luxury goods, all import licences 
revalidated up to the iUhli Septeiuhcr 1947, und licences issued for orders 
placed before the Ihih M.u 1947 under Open (leuerul Licences VII and VIII, 
were valid Im bhipnieni oi goi .h before the Hist December 1947. It was 
also stated that lliis exteusiou una ihial, but that special consideration may 
be given to licence-; for (bo^c .ndicles whieb iiurrnnlly take a considerable time 
to deliver. 

2. A list of urticb's tor which this special consideration is granted is 
appended in Itie scliednb- to tliis nuiice The Government of India are pleased 
to annonnee tind in i expect ol the .uticles enumerated in the Schedule, 
revalidated licences .is well as licences issued for orders placed under Open 
General Licences VJI and VITT will now stand uutomatioally extended to the 
30th June 191fl and will be \ahd tor sbipment before tb date. 

8. IVitb the exeeplinn stale. 1 iii pnra 2 above', all revalidated licences as 
well as licences issued for oiders placed under Open General Licences VH 
and Vin, will now' fiuallv expire on the 31bt December 1947 and will not be 
available for shiptneid after ibuf date 

4. Certain delays have oecnvied in the issue of fresh licences for the period 
July-Deccmber 1947 and Governm.'ut are aware that hardships will be caused 
to many importers if these licences terminate on tbo hist December 1947. 
It has therefore been decided that licences issued for July- December 1947 will 
be valid for shipment foi a period of six months from the last day of the 
month in wdiich the lie.'ncc wuis issued. 

.7. Tlie decision in para 4 ahiivc will not however apply to licences for 
articles enumerute.l in the Sche.lule for which licences granted for July-Decem- 
ber 1947 will he automy ticallv valid for shipment up to the 80tk June 1948 
irrespective of the date of its issue.
